Some criminal trials are going: to take 


place In New York daring hot weather 
which are likely 
to be 
sensational 


and to'sbare, with the political excite- 
ments, the public 
I Interest. 
Tuesday 


there were brought Into i the Criminal 
Court two bright-looking, Well-mannered 
youths, who after al chase of some 4000 
miles were captured, And now must stand, 
trial for one of the most adroit of Wall 
street robberies, followed by a piece of 
detective work wblch would have delight- 
ed Oaborlcan to describe. 


There was employed In the office of Dlx 


& Pbyfe, Wall street bankers, a lad named 
Oscar Cramer. Be was either of Swedish 
or Danish birth, and be had the fair hair 
and blue eyes which belonged to the Scan- 
dinavian race. He made himself valuable 
as a boy, and there were many who pre- 
dicted that he was going to,bave a future 
and might possibly some day become a 
t>reat banker himself. AS he was faith- 
ful and showed zeal, he was rapidly pro- 
moted until at last he was entrusted by 
the flrra with much of the business of 
making depot Its and taking checks to 
bank for certification or for cashing. 


Last winter the young man dlsapp> ared 


and then an examination revealed that he 
had stolen something like 860,000, not at 
one time, but his pilfering had been car- 
ried on for more than a year. Having ac- 
cess to checks he was able to get mem 
cashed, because the officers of the bank 
knew him; and, by a system too intricate 
here to set forth In detail, he had been able 
to keep his employers Ignorant of the 
crimes he was committing. Of course, It 
was apparent that he must have had a 
confederate, and it wan easy to fix collu- 
sion upon the bookkeeper. 
This poor 


fellow broke down as coon as taxed with 
knowledge of the crimes, admitted that 
he had discovered that young Cramer was 
cashing fraudulent chevkn,! but Insisted 
that the young man pleaded 4o hard whun 
first discovered not. to be exposed, and 
promised so earnestly never ligaln to yield 
to temptation, that he promised not to be- 
tray him. 
Thus having indirectly Impli- 


cated the bookkeeper, Cramer threatened 
him with exposure In case he ever reveal- 
ed these crimes. 
The poor bookkeeper 


lived a life of misery, according to his 
story, not daring to accuse y&ung Cramer 
lest he should also be Implicated as an ac- 
cessory, although he received none of the 
plunder.

The detuctlvea were completely baffled 


for a time. Cramer bpre a good reputa- 
tion In Brooklyn where he lived, had been 
a scholar In Dr. Talmage's Sunday School, 
and had, so far as any one knew, no vices, 
He lived with his sinter, who was a most 
estimable young woman. All that she 
could give to the police was that her 
brother had gone out one morning, and 
that she hdd neither seen nor heard from 
him since. 
: 


Baffled ast they were, the detectives 


were about to give up the search when it 
occurred to one of them that the young 
man, 
smart as he was, would nevertheless 


be just looligh enough to visit his native 
land. Acting upon this suggestion the 
detectives visited tbe various steamship 
piers without success, until they learned 
that a tramp 'steamer had sailed for 
Copenhagen on the day that Cramer dis- 
appeared. That was a coincidence. It 
gave a clue, which being followed reward- 
ed the detectives with the Information 
that two young men, one of them answer- 
ing to the description of Cramer, had 
boarded the tramp steamer just before she 
sailed. 
Despatches were sent to the 


police In Denmark asking them to watch 
the steamer upon her arrival, and to 
arrest two young men whose descriptions 
were given If tljey were found aboard 
her. 


Fu.-ther detective work brought to the 


officers Information that Cramer's com- 
panion was a young Swede named Alexan- 
der BJotfesen, and this discovery leil to the 
' searching of a house where, It was believ- 
ed from {certain hints the detectives had 
received; some of the stolen money might 
be found. 
The detectives went to this 


house pretending to be plumbers or In- 
spectors of gas meters or something of 
the sort and searched the cellar. 
They 


were about to abandon the search when 
one of them discovered In a rubbish heap 
a bundle of cash and bonds amounting to 
more than $50,000. It was a forunate 
discovery in more than one way. The 
woman who owned the house had hired 
laborers to come that very day and clean 
out her cellar, and had they kept their ap- 
pointment this rubbish, with the money 
hidden in it. would have teen, dumped in 
ash barrels and very likely have been de- 
posited In the sea. 


It was evident that Cramer had invested 


much of the money which he had stolen 
in good paying bonds, and that he ex- 
pected* that a confederate would at some 
safe time take away the cash and securities 
and join him and his companion in Europe. 


When the steamer arrived; at Copen- 


hagen Cramer and Bjorksen were appre- 
hended, although tber came very near es- 
caping the police at Copenhagen. 
Upon 


Cramer was found 80,000, so that all of 
the money which he had stolen was re- 
covered, excepting some $600. Detectives 
wermsent about a month ago to Denmark, 
with/extradition papers, the ypuug crimi- 
nals were surrendered, and were brought 
before Ibe magistrate. As a piece of de- 
tective work, when the amount of stolen 
property recovered is taken into consider- 
ation, It ranks with some of the best that 
has been done since Byrnes won his fame.

General Orders, No. 8. 


I. The Secretary of War, having de- 


tailed Capt. Charles B. Hall Company H, 
19th Infantry, U. 8. A., to report to these 
Headquarters for duty in connection with 
the Volunteer Militia, all officers and en- 
listed men will treat him with tbe courtesy 
and respect due his rank. The purpose fa 
to 'take advantage of his knowledge of the 
duties of the soldier, particularly las re- 
gards the New -Drill Regulations. 
Cap- 


tain Hall will visit each organization at 
an early date, of which seasonable notice 
will be given. 


U. Commencing on the drat day of 


July, a portion of each drill will be .de- 
voted to guard duty; the commanding 
officer of each company acting as officer 
of the day, the other commissioned officers 
as officers ol the guard, and tbe non-com- 
missioned officers and privates treated as 
the detail for the guard. At these drills a 
guard will be mounted and officers and 
non-commissioned officers Instructed in 
their duties, and privates posted as sen- 
tinels and instructed as such. No military 
organization can be efficient unless prop- 
erly instructed In guard duty. 


III. Commanding officers of regiments 


will supervise the Instruction of com- 
panies located at their headquarters, and 
direct their Held officers to do the same as

IV. Jt Is expected that each member of 


the Volunteer Militia will attend the en- 
campment, August 8 to 12, with the deter- 
minat on to work, obey orders, and obtain 
all the military Information I possible. 
There is much to stimulate the Militia, as, 
In all probability, provision will be made 
for a representation to attend the World's 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893. 
None other than well get-up and carefully 
drilled men will nb permitted to represent 
the State on this occasion, and we cair 
upftn every officer and enlisted man to 
give Kftra time, and hard wort, that all will 
be so qualified as to entitle them to be 
true representatives, of the Volunteer 
Militia on that occasion, as well as to sus- 
tain the reputation achieved in the past.
